HE extradition of General 

Augusto Pinochet to Spain could 
threaten the internal stability of 
Chile as well as Britain's diplomatic 
relations with the South American 
state, five Law Lords heard on 
Monday.

Preventing the proliferation of chemical weapons is 
proving more difficult than expected. The Hague 
Convention did not stop the murderous gas warfare at 
Passchendaele (above), and the political and scientific 
obstacles are legion, as Owen Bowcott reports 


were more qualified. The US uncdleı- 
secretary of state for political 
affairs, Thomas Pickering, reveaecl 
that the soil samples, allegedly ab-

Britain's Chemical In- 
dustries Aşsociafion, for instance, 
suggests that EMPTA falls under 
schedule 1A/3 of 1he Chemical 
Weapons Convention (CWO), “be 
cause it has little or no civil use”. 

But ihe Organisation for the Pro- 
hibikon of Chemical Weapons 
(OPCW) — the Hague-based inter 
national body responsible for enforc- 
ing the CWC aince 1997 — believes 
EMPTA is covered in schedule 2B/4 
of the convention. “There are ap 
proximately 10,000 compounds of 
this kind," observed the OPCW's 
spokesnıan, Donato Kiniger-Passagl. 
“On the basis of our siudies . . . these 
chemicals could be: used as herbi 
cides or insecticides,” 

A further complicating factor is 
that new routes are always being de- 
vised to old poisons. To cope with 
the multiple permutations of chemi 
cals, and the relative ease with 
which precursors can be coınbined 
into variations of lethal toxins, the 
convention lists families of multi 
hyphenated compounds whose sale 
and export are controlled. 

There they all are listed under 
thelr common or baitlefield names: 
Sarin (first developed by the Nazis), 
its derivative Tabun, Soman, YX, 
lewisites, Nitrogen aud Sulphur’ 
Mustard gases, and Ricin. Contact 
with most of them would reduce the 
human nervous system to instant, 
spasm, inducing ‘suffocation, ' But: 
glongside them are compounds:

The West Bank is sill divided 
inu {hre arenas. Area A is enlirely’ 
Palcsliniin-run except for svcurily, 
water, antl exits dıl enirtkes; Ari 
B is juiutly pairulled by Iilmtininn 
anl isracli solcliers, wilh securily, 
wiuler, builkling [rermits, vxils incl 
erances cantirely controlled Dy 
Israel; Area C is completely Isricli. 
Before Wye, Ihese anouunled 
respectively to 2.8 per cent, 24 per 
cent all 73 per cent of the laud 
arca. 

Wye gave the Palestinians an ad- 
ditional 1 per cent from Area C, and 
14.2 per cent from area B, thus 
putting about 1š per cent under 
Palestinian control again, with the 
same exclusions and provisos. 

In addition, Israel will transfer 
about 13 per cent nore from Area C 
to Area B, where — to repeal — lu- 
rael really controls things, inclucling 
of course the 3 per cent designatecl 
as a nahı'e preserve (whatever lhat 
is supposed to mean), In effect then, 
the Palestinians gût — if that is the 
right word — a total of 18.2 per cent 
of the West Bank added to Area A, 
the rest to Area B. In no case did the 
Palestinians acquire sovereignty, 
control over exits and entrances, 
water, and overall security, 

The Palestinian areas are, for the 
most part, non-contiguous and allow 
no free passage between them. 
Jerusalem remains off limits to res} 
dents of Gaza and the West Bank. 

Most of the rest of the Wye River 
Memorandunı is taken up with 
security arrangements which in ef 
fect commit the Authority to Jsrael's 
security, but not the other way 
round. In addition, the CIA is to play 
an active role in adjudicating secu” 
rity issues suclı as extradition, com- 
bating the "terrorist" infrastructure, 
incitement and the like. Israel in the 
meantime can do what it likes, in- 
cluding the building of more settle- 
ments, taking more land, adding to 
Jerusalem's area, and helping itself 
to all the West Bank water it wants. 

The fate of Palestinian. human 
tights looks grim Indeed, subject to 
dictatorial control by: an already 
despolic Arafat. backed up by the 
CIA aııd Israel, But the real problem 
with all the land transfer arranger 
ments is not only that it gives Israel 
a unilateral say over which land is to 
be transferred: it algo allows Israel a 
generous number of “phases” by 


which the transferral is to be com- 


puliting his promises into action, he never flinched 
from his hardline view. The Americans cajoled and 
pleaded with him to take the negotiating track, and 
he always did so with undisguised reluctance. 

Now, it ia clear, he was negotiating at Wye elther 
with deliberate bad faith or on the asaumptlon that 
a pretext would be found to back out of any 
agreement he made, He knew that no peace deal 
would eliminate the suicide bombers and re- 
concile them to co-existence, Isıael already has 
some of the world's most draconian security 
arrangements and long-standing practlcea of retri- 
bution. But they have not worked hecause they 
cannot. Mr Netanyahu was well aware of that, juat 
as he knew that Mr Arafat could not act as Jerael'a 
surrogate security agent, Ever if Mir Arafat wanted 
to declare the “all-out war on the terrorists” he 
and his police could not succeed in preventing 
auicide bombings. 

The I[araeli prime minjster’a behavlour in the 
wake of this attack is in stark contrast to the way 
the various parties reacted to the grisly bombing at 
Onıagh in the wake of the signing of the Good 
Friday peace deal in Northern Ireland, It took 
more lives than any single atrocity in the 30 yeara 
of the Troubles, Yet on all aides, from the Britiah 
government to the Ulster Ulnioniata to Sinn Fein, 
the reaction was the same. They denounced the 
bombers and insisted that their acorns would not 
derail thé peace deal. 

In Israel, regrettably, the constituency for peace 
has never been as sbt'ong as in Northern Ireland, 
Even hefore Mr Netanyahu the governing parties 
were ultra-cautious about ceding land or' accepting 
Palestinian righls,. But under Yitzhak Rabin the 
Labour party had started a new approach. Mr 
Netanyahu never agreed with it, and he ia deter 
mined not to change soon. Caught bhetwecn the 
rage of the Paleslnians and the intransigence of ils 
own shor‘t-sightctl government, lIsrael’s insecurity 
ia dnomed to vb on. 


Inequalities amid 
equal rights 


NDER a government which bolted on a 

women’s miriater aa an after-thought, women 
in Britain are doing all right. The new women's 
minister, Baroneas Jay, has every reason to be 
proud of her government's record: the new child- 
care strategy, the push to a “family-fendly’’ work 
package, social security reforma that Include a big 
increase in child beneflt, and the sharing of pen- 
glans an clivorce, Like mast other European states, 
Britain has seen women making major advances in 
the professiong — equal numbers entering law and 
medicine and even more females taking business 
studlies than men. Where only a generation ago iıı 
Britain there were seven male undergraduates for 
every three female, women now outnumber men in 
higher education. More female graduates found joba 
than male graduates at the last count, By next year 
there will be more women than men İn the work- 
force, though a big proportion remain part-imers. 

Yet only the ideologically blind can ignore the 
discrimination and lack of equal opportunities that 
still continue: pay rates have narrowed, but are 
atill at an unacceptable 20 per cent below the male 
rate; and womèn are still massively under-repre- 
sented in certain professions, including law, medi- 
cine, science, technology, engineering and 
government, 

There are ather problems too, aa Baroness Jay 
haa pomted out: Britain's record rate of unwanted 
teenage pregnancies; one in four women suffering 
from domestic violence; rigld labour laws which 
deter many women workers, such as nurses or 
teachers, from returning to their old careers. At 
the moment, there are 140,000 registered nurses 
who are staying at home, reflecting the fact that the 
health aervice bas been one af the aloweat emıploy- 
era to recognise the importance of introducing 
family-friendly working practices. 

Further reforma are in the pipeline, and theae 
should complement earller miniaterlal initlativeas, 
auch as the move by education ministers to exam- 
ine the widening gap betwecn girls and boys at 
GCSE level. If the current 1addiah culture la suc- 
cessfully challenged — and the anti-learning boy 
culiure corrected — there ought to be lega domes- 
te violence. Meanwhile a positive ministerial re- 
sponse is needed to the Equal Opportunity 

Commisston’s call for a comprehensive and mod- 
erniged sex discrimination law 1ucorparating the 
various earlier acts. Many problems, such as aex- 
wal harassment, are not even currently covered. 
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Cooling a 
hot planet 


NE year on from the Jyoto summit, the inter- 

national community ıneets agaln this week to 
tackle global warming. This should be the third 
moat important conference on climate change the 
world has seen. First came Rio’s Earth Summit in 
1992, which created the Conventior on Climate 
Change and challenged the world to create an all 
inclusive approach. Then came Kyoto, the first 
legally binding agreement under which the devel- 
oped world agrced to reduce its overall green- 
houae gas emission. Now comea Buenos Aires, 
where nitty-gritty rules and mechanisms by which 
emiasions are to be reduced are to be thrashed 
out. Surcly we should all be celebrating this Inter- 
national commitment to save the planet? It would 
be comforting but far too complacent, 

Each gatep lıaa been daggcd by discouraging 
fudgca, missed deadiincs and disuppoirûng tar- 
gets. George Bush agreed to United States partici- 
pution in Rio only if firm targcta were abandoned. 
It ia already clear that the sunımit's goal — to 
reduce emissions to 1990 levels by 2000 — will 
be met only by Britain and Germany. Then came 
the cynical Kyoto deal: dleveloping states were not 
required to sign up to voluntary reductions in 
exchange for the US, which produces 25 per’ cent 
of the world’s ecmlasions, being able to engaye in 
"amiasions trading" — buying credits from states 
which reduce emissions below internalional farget 
levels. Far from promoting self-restraint, Kyoto en- 
couragecl self-indulgence. 

One danger facing the conferencc is gciting 
bogged down in detail. Kyoto called for a § per 
cent reduction in 1990 emission levels by 20 L0. 
Therc are sll acrious doubis whether this will be 
achicved, yet as early as 1990 the world’s top aci- 
entials werc calling for u 50 per cent reduction by 
2050. Warnings have come thick and fast since 
then of the devastating effects current levels arc 
causing. Even more serious have been events. The 
devastation caused by Hurricane Mitch in Central 
America ip only the latest in a series of weather 
changes wreaking havoc round thc globe. A aecond 
challenge facing Buenos Airea is to pay more heed 
to ıe need to help states adapt to existing climate 
changes. Britlah ministers were reminded last 
month by their advisers of the need to spend more 
money now on developing dfought-resiatant crops 
and plants that grow in saline solls, Dreadful 
though Hurricane Miteh’s devastation has been, 
the threat from future disasters is of a much grim- 
mer dimengaion: whole populations diaplaced as 
deltas — such as the Nile, Mekong and Gangees — 
are submerged. Who will houae, ciothe and feed 
the displaced? Never have scientific warnings been 
more Serious. 


Netanyahu dives 
for cover (again) 


HE SUICIDE car bomb in a Jerusalem market 
last week andl the Jsraeli Cabinet's reaction to 
it show in dramatic but tragic liglıt that the militant 
Islamic group Hamaa and Binyamin Netanyahu 
have much in common. Harnas has never made a 
secret of ita oppositlon to the peace deal which the 
Americans brokered at the Wye River plantation 
lnat month. It rejected it before, during, and after 
the negotiations, arguing that the deal was wrong 
in principle and İn substance, It gave Yasser Arafat 
and hia colleagues in the government of the 
Paleatinian Authority Iittle more than a flg leaf to 
cover the rakednecsas of their atrategy. It waa, they 
anid, a aelf-defeating humiliation. When, a few 
days after returning from the United States, as a 
sign of good faith with bis negotiating partners Nir 
Arafat put Hamas's spiritual Jeader under house 
arrest it waa almast Inevitable that one of the 
movements followers would take actlon. So the 
latest Jerusalem bonıb comes as no surprise. 
The Iaraeli government's reaction is more illu- 
minatîng. By seizing on the bomb attack to sus- 
pend the peace process and threaterı to take 
another provocative step towards building the con- 
troversial Har Homa housing project in Araþ East 
Jerusalem, Mr Netanyahu removes any doubt that 
he was serious about looking for a peace deal. He 
went to Wye as a man who, in opposition, had de- 
nounced the Oalo agreement of 1993 as a lie, 
Once İn power and faced with the responsibility of 
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At tlhe moment Brussels has men- 
tioned 2006 or 2007 ns the "earliesl" 
possible dates — in other words, 
1718 years sfter Eastern Europe 
ditched the communist syste nı.

EU and Nato enlargement means 
the unification of Europe." 

Romanticism is a word that no 
doubt brought a snnlle to the lips of 
EU officials, particularly coming 
from a Pale.

HE Chancellor of the Exche- 

guer, Gordan Brown, last 

week rejected warnings that 
Brîtain is being drnwn inlo a dcep- 
ening woarlel recession when he unc 
veiled an upbeat Treasury forecast 
which predicts 1hat the economy 
will bounce back from the current 
downturn witlıin (wo years. 

In his annual Pre-Budget Report, 
Mr Brown laced this upbeat assess- 
ment of growth prospects next year 
with a £250 million ($412 nıillion 
package to prevent a winter crisis in 
the National Health Service. He also 
unveiled a series of measures aimed 
at closing the UKs efficiency gap 
with the rest of the world. 

“The background to this report is 
the global dawnturn, which startecl 
in Asia and which has reverberatedl 
throughout every continent,” Mr 
Brown said. “It has not only shifted 
the balance of risks in the warld 
economy from fears about inflation 
to fears about growth, but has 
forced every country, every conli- 
nent, every financial institution tO 
cut their estiınates for growth.” 

With the Treasury expecting {hê 
Bank of England's monetary policy 
comnilitee te cut interest rates over 
the coming months, the Chancellor 
said he was cutting his growtlı fore- 
cast for 1999, from the 1.75-2.25 per 
cenl expecicd at the time of the 
March Budget to 1-1.5 per cent — 
higher tlıan most independent 
forecaslcrs are pretlicling. 

Vir Brown said Britain was in 
better shape to withsiand the iiıpact 
ol the global downturn than iu lhe 
early 100s, adding thal the 
strength of the public finances 
meant {here was ın nced to scale 
down his £40 billion boost to healtlı 

anl education spending over the 
nex! thrêee years. Tle Treasury's 
forecasts for spending ancl borrow- 
ing are being basecl on the more 
pessinıistic of the twa forecasts for 
Dex YEA.

A 
mild, compromise resolution, which 
sald Makashoy's remarks “pro- 
voked concern,” drew only 107 
votes, far short of the 226 votes 
needed to pass. Most of the 132- 
member Communist faction voted 
against the resolution or abstained. 

Anti-Semitism has a long history 
in Russia and the Soviet Union, but 
the latest controversy has a contem- 
porary subtext because many of the 
new Russian financial tycoons are 
Jewish. They control two of the 
three major Russian television net- 
works, whose leading anchors and 
commentators have also been a tar- 
get of the Communists" wrath İn re- 
cent weeks. 

The devaluation of the ruble in 
August has triggered economic 
hardship in the Russian provinces, 
and Makashoys remarks seem 
ainıed at stirring up racial and ethnic 
resentments toward wealthy Jews. 
In his original remarks, Makashoy 
said reformers should be “put in the 
dock," and he complainèd there 
were “nag Russians in the govern- 
ment, although 85 pêrcent of the 
population of our country is made 
up of indigenous Russians."

that they had achieved one of 
the most coveted goals in biology by 
isolating from human enıbryos and 
fetuses a primitive kind of cell that 
can grow into every kind of tissue, 
includiug muscle, bone and brain.

— the primordial huınan cells that 
give rise to all the specialized tis- 
sues in a developing fetus — was 
halled by researchers as a landmark 
event with vast biomedical patential,.

Mast of them, in fact, devoted 
more time to the PhD on 4 daily 
basis than others do to a paid 
career. This, of course, is partly due 
to time pressure — funding, if you 
have İt, is limited to three years, 
That is hardly news.

of your adult life (and pos- 
sibly more) living on the breadline 
and working in isolation just fo gain 
a fitle? Ofcourse not. Who would? 

It may seem like a ludicrous sug” 
gestion, but for those who write a 
dectoral thesis it can, in the worat- 
case scenarlo, be an accurate de- 
scription of what they do with their" 
time. So, why embark on a PhD? 

Down in the basement, wlıere tlıe 
PhD students who have made it to 
“writing up" huddle over their com- 
puter screens, the verdict was unan- 
imous. They dil a doctorate for 
love. They had a trainspotterish 
olysession with Plato's dialogucs, 
Hcsse'’s understanding of Hegel, or" 
revisionist Marxist theory that ııci- 
ther the drizzle of financial misery, 
nor the cold winds of social isolalioı 
could shift. 

They were duing a PhD because 
il made them happy. These arê peo 
ple who are not pretending when 
hey say they arc fascinated by 
semiotic theory.

The same 
themes and problems, even the 
samê wonders and the sume re 
marks about them, relıırn again ancl 
again in a sorl of tidal fashion that 
can be lulling as well as delightful. 
But at length a vital historical argu- 
nient cumes clcar. 

It İS a common assumption that 
the taming of wonders and the ceas- 
ing of miracles proceecl steaclily as 
human kind “grows up.” The au- 
thors show that wonders never 
ceasedl, that the rationalist savanis 
of the Age of Enlighlenment never 
even began a thorough progran ol 
explaining away the accumulate 
wonders of the centuries, and that 
the very idea of a human “"child- 
hoarl" transcended by the growth of 
science is itself an Enlightenment 
myth. 

In fact, the intellectual establish- 
ment of Europe in the 14th century 
was reacting to a century of turmoil] 
and terror, in which wonders — 
portents, prodigies and monslers — 
were usêd in the overthrowing ıı 
prelates and princes, Catholic and 
Protestant. But skeptics lave becn 
as comınon as enthusiasis in any 
age. The Emperor Frederick Il iıı 
the 13th cenlury sent to Ireland fur 
barnacle-covered driftwuod, wrote 
that “none . .. of these shellfish ex- 
hibitled] any form of a bird." and 
decided he didn" believe the sliry. 
Roberl Moray, however, in {he en- 
lightened 17th century, thoughl he 
saw tiny birs growing m the shells. 
Voltaire believed in “maternal inı- 
pression": Pregnant women svarl 
by bloodshed could bave ehildrun 
with bloaclstain birthmarks. Mv 
great-aunt Anne thought sn tû0. 

An entire further volume, in (acl, 
could have been written about the 
persistence of wonders in 19lh-cen- 
try America: the discovery of 
“Jeep time" and its wonders {diııo- 
saurs, manıımoths); and tlıe history 
af "freaks" displayed for the sake of 
enlertainment, exotic tlırills and 
uncanny fear. Maybe the contrary 
valuations of wonder, curiosily, 
amazement and the marvelous arc 
not actually historical at all bul 
cognitive programs with a cerlaiu 
maximum of alternative outconles 
— programs running on thal Hlalr- 
vel of marvels, the hunıan brain. 
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between those who know antl {hose 
who don't is constant from Albertus 
clown to the present, even as the 
valuation of wonder and curiosity 
changes: Sometimes the elite and 
the educated can appreciate won- 
ders that common people are too 
coarse to marvel at — wonders of 
art, rare gems, automata, coral, sea 
shells — and sometimes the igno- 
rant and the vulgar marvel at things 
that the philosopher knows to be 
part of the order of nature and 
therefore not wonders at all,

great collections of the Renaissance 
princes which are among its contin- 
uing subjects, Wonders And The 
Order Of Nature defles sunımary:; 
reading it and trying to keep in 
mind the constantly and subtly slıift- 
ing meanings of a dozen or 80 key

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that could hinder God's creativity. 

But there were other kinds of 

woılers, and other forms of won- 
der, that were more problematic. lf 
lots of far-off wonders showed God's 
creative powers, individual wonders 
close at hand aight portend Gad's 
anger, Conjoined twins, two-headed 
cows, meteors and double suns 
were “monsters” or “portents" or 
“prodigies,” all words Indicating 
that something was being shown or 
predicted or brought about, usually 
something very bad. The cuestion 
about stories of wonders and mûn- 
sters of this kind was not so much Is 
it true? as What does it mean? 

It was the study of some medieval 
writers to make wonders cease, 
Wonder was akin to fear and shock 
and arose from ignorance of general 
principles and causes. The contrast

my greataunt Anne usecl 
to say, “FT just want to 
know." Slıe was expressing an agc- 
ûld disapproval of curiosity that has 
routs in the Church Fathers, partic- 
ularly Augustine. Curiosity was a 
form of lust, a wandering cupidity of 
the eye and fhe mind as potentially 
sinful As tlıat of the body. Not only 
arc we not i0 be curious about otır 
neighbors’ business and things that 
tlon't concern us; we should avoicl 
peering uselessly and impertinently 
into Gorl's creation as well. The ap- 
propriate emotion when contemplat- 
ing creation was wonder, whiclı 
marvels but does uot seek to pry. 
How these two complementary 
impulses, curinsily and wonder, 
changed meanings, moral worth, 
objects and consequences over the 
course of eight or 1Û centuries is the 
hugely ambitious subject of this 
large, handsome and endlessly in- 
triguing hook. 

Wonders have a history, and dif 
ferent sorts of things huve countecl 
as won(lers at different tinıes, What 
counts as the order of nature 
changes, and what sticks out from, 
tests, transcends or violates that 
arder has to change as well. Me- 
dieval writers generally considered 
that marvels were frequent in far- 
away places but rare in the center of 
the world (that is, the Mediter- 
ranean countries}. Soınewhere in 
Africa or Asia or the Antipodes were 
races of people with dog's heads, or 
whose heads grew below their 
shoulders, or trees that bore gourds 
inside which were perfect little 
laınbs. In far-olf Ireland, there were 
geese that grew from barnacles. For 
all the medieval writer knew, any- 
thing was possible out there, and 
there was no philosophical principle 


nomic] greed, was the most real 
thing about American foreign policy 
in 1838." The United States, he says, 
acquired an “Accidental Enıpire.” 
But in trying to cover so much, 
Evans often stops short of serious 
analysis. We read about Rosie the 
Riveter but are not told whether she 
was typical of women workers dur- 
ing World War II or whether the war 
should be regarded as a key force in 
driving subsequent increases in fe- 
male employment. I wish especially 
that Evans had found more apace to 
explore the causes of a centh'al topic 
of The American Century: the extra- 
ordinary expansion of the economy, 
especially after 1945. Such an explo- 
ration might have analyzed the role 
of the petrochemical industry, de- 
fense spending after World War Il, 
the boom İn automobiles, the High- 
way Act of 1956, the economic; 
growth of the Southwest, and the 
impact (if any) ofthe computer. 1 

In piecing together his book, 
Evans generously credits researcl) 
assistants, Alas, he and they are a 
bit unlucky to have me as a re- 
viewer, Evans misrepresents what I 
said 'in a book about poverty over 
time, and lists me as the author of a:

Evans clearly admires America's

johnson. Others who receive 
Evans's praise include Joseph 
Welch, who helped to unmask the 
demagogic Sen. Joe McCarthy; and 
the many people (Dean Acheson, 
Robert Lovett, George Kennan, and 
— yes — Ronald Reagan) who 
stood steadfast during the long Cold 
War. By contrast, Evans dismisses 
such icons as Malcolm X -— much 
overrated as a force for change — 
and the Black Panthers, who 
“operated more as a criminal gang 
than dedicated revolutionaries," 

When Evans takes the time to ex- 
plore a major historical question in 
some depth, he car be a shrewd and 
able guide. An extended commen- 
tary on America’s acquisition of 
overseas possessions in 1898 sifts 
thoughtfully through contentious 
historical interpretations and con-

which feature all the presidents 
irom Benjamin Harrison through 
Ronald Reagan, as well as many 
other figures — are gems of de- 
scriplon. And they include a wide 
range of people fom sea power ad- 
vacate Adnı. Alired Thayer Mahan 
and the black nationalist Marcus 
Garvey to Malcolm X, Oliver North, 
Harvey Milk, and Betty Friedan. 
Like Arthur Schlesinger Jr, 
whom he cites frequently, Evans 
celebrates the many great things — 
notably in the realm of foreign pol 
icy during the Cold War, and İn the 
realm of civil rights in the 1960s — 
that Americans have accomplished 
during this century. Yet Evans, a 
liberal, also wishes that Americans 
had more often lived up to their 
ideals of equality and jtuıstice for all. 
Thus he opens his account by 
deploring the exploitation and 
violence that nearly destroyed 
American Indian culture in the late

which praises thie populists of the

AROLD EVANS, a welkknown 
British journalist and publisher, 
first came to the United Siates in 
1955, whereupon he spent a year 
crisscrossing the country, Since 
1384 he has lived and worked in 
New York. An American Century of- 
fers his reflections on the 100 years 
between 1889, the centenary’ of the 
start of the Republic, and the col 
lapse of communism in 1989, 
Hoping to reach a wide reader 
ship. Evans explains that he has 
tried to write an "accessible popular 
pulitical history."

skiff exploring history’s more 
hidden currenta, Johnson's 
poetic language drifts with care 
over the moiling currents of 
King's intellect, leaving im its 
wake a wonderful, priamatlc 
novel, exhorting and testifying, 
but never preaching.

To illustrate this point, consider 
what might have been included in a 
100year-old version of Maddox's 
book. A Victorian attempt to predict 
future scientific discoveries would 
have merely noted there were some 
discrepancies in our understanding 
of heat radiation. Apart rom that, 
everything would have seented 
hunky-dory when if came to energy 
research. 

Then, in 1900 in Berlin, Max 
Planck showed that energy, like 
atoms, was made up of discrete sub- 
units which he called quanta. This 
discovery triggered an intellectual 
revolution that ended with the 
creation of quantum physics, the 
uncertainty principle and the atom 
bomb. Only a historian empowered 
with the most acute hindsight could 
claim these Ideas were foreseeable 
in the 19th century. In short, pre- 
dicting the course of scientific 
enterprise İs a dicey business.
